Contrary to published reports it is 
positively asserted that the sugar sched­ 
ule has not been agreed upon and in 
fact that all the big questions before 
the conference w hich have seem ingly 
been settled are only tentatively agreed 
to, one side or the other insisting th at 
they shall be held open.

Nothing will be finally closed so far 
as the m atters of importance are con­ 
cerned until all have been decided upon 
and the conferrees are ready to come to 
a complete agreem ent. 
It is believed th at the wool schedule 
can be settled whenever other m atters 
have reached a stage for final ad ju st­ 
ment. 
The senate conferrees ore ready 
to compromise the differences on first 
and second class wools by m aking them 
both dutiable at 11 cents and a com­ 
promise on third class wools has been 
suggested by house members of the 
conference, concerning which they ex­ 
press the hope that it will be satisfac­ 
tory to both the w<*olgrowers and the 
carpet m anufacturers, hut this is not 
assured. 
This compromise proposition looks to 
fixing a rate of 3 cents a pound on all 
wool of a value less than IO cents a 
pound ; of 5 cents on wool valued at 
more than IO and less than 13 cents a 
pound and of S cents on that above 13 
cents a pontiff in value.

continent—ManK’co, Egy pt, Zanzibar, 
the Kongo, Angola and the Cai>e—and 
its cloth lactories clothe more than one- 
half the pt'opie of the whole western 
and central iSudaa. 
The cur^e of tlii« region bus b« *en the 
slave sy stem impoHed by the Foulahs, 
not oniy upon the Houssas, but ujwu 
all neighbormg tribes and even extend­ 
ing to ii'inoio pai'tH of the continent. 
The rahling and the trafficking in slave« 
maintaintsl by the emperor of Hokoto 
has lor y ear« amounted to more than 
that of all the rest of Africa put to­ 
gether. The sy stem has been responsible 
for countless horrible excesstis, such as 
those of Nupe and Benin, 
and 
has 
served more than all else to prevent the 
progress of that part of Africa toward 
high civilization. 
Now, happily , it is ended. The Brit­ 
ish administrator in Nigeria, Sir George 
Goldie, has ended it once and forever. 
He has crushed the bloody ty rants of 
Benin and Nupe W’ith a strong hand 
and has sent forth an edict, w’hich will 
be obey ed, that there shall be no mmre 
slave raiding or trading in all that land. 
The Foulahs, who form scarcely one- 
sixth o f the population, will no longer 
be allowed to ty rannize over the Hous­ 
sas. The latter, some 12,000,000 strong, 
will enjoy tlie blessings of freedom and 
giHMl government and may confidently 
be expected to attain a fine degree 
o f 
civilization. There has not been a great­ 
er work done for humanity in the dark 
continent siutie the aidiievements of 
Gordon and Baker in the eastern Sudan 
than that done in Nigeria by Sir George 
Goldie.— New York Tribune.

Crane in the police court soon afterward 
it appear* that Cooke is a gateman on 
the Ninth avenue elevated railroad. He 
has been experim enting iu airship* aud 
living 
machine*, 
and the preceding 
night ho went up to High bridge to try 
his parachute. He was acM-otiipanied by 
a man, whose identity Cooke would no! 
reveal. 
The two men arrived at High 
bridge about I o ’clock in the morning, 
and Cooke’s companion proceeded to 
lo w e r Cooks aud the parachute over the 
■ide of the bridge near the second span. 
Tho bridge is over IOO feet high at that 
point. 
Cooke put his foot in a loop of the 
rope, standing up and holding on with 
one hand and arranging his parachute 
w ith the other hand.
